COUNTY WHO TAUGHT ONE. 


An Interesting Description ol School Homes, 


School System and the Methods ol 


the Western Schools 


When I read the COMPILER and notice 


reports of tbe different schools, I often 
wonder whether my fellow teachers tn 
Adams county would be interested to 
hear something about tbe schools of 
Iowa, 


I have taught three terms in Story 


county, about the central county of the 
State. 


I will use this county for my example, 


for nearly every county in the State is 
about the same. 


The land has been surveyed and laid 


ont by the govern

vided Into tbirtj-slx square miles, 
mile on a side, called sections. 


There is a school house In tbe center 


of every four sections at the cross roads, 
so nobody has more thin two miles to 
go to school. The roads run north and 
south, east and west around the mile 
sections. 


There are nine schools in a township 


and one director for raoh school. Tbey 
elect their teachers about the same way 
as they do in Adams county except 
where tbey have Independent districts. 
There are three directors for each sohool 
and they have the same authority as a 
township. Some counties have all inde- 
pendent districts. It gives them a chance 
to keep good teachers. They can pay 
them wages enough to keep them 


Tbe school houses are nearly all frame 


buildings and most of these built now 
stand north ana south with no windows 
in the north and west sides, but have 
double windows on the east and south 
sides and the scholars sit facing tbe 
north. Tbey build them this way to 
he protected from tbe wind in the winter 
for it gets pretty oold. Last winter at 
my school tbe coldest weather was 28 be- 
low zero. 


The schools are generally small, es- 


pecially tbe fall and spring terms 
The 


farms are all large and not many fami- 
lies live in a district 
My average at- 


tendance the first; term was 9, the second 
15 and tbe third, tbe winter term, 28 
Some schools have 40 and 50 scholars I 
was offered a school for this winter, 
with 45 scholars. 


We have eight months school in tbe 


country and divided into three terms 
generally two months fall, four months 
winter and two months spring term and 
between each term there is genejally a 
vacation of two or three weeks. In tbe 
fall the scholars are needed to help husk 
tbe large corn ciop tbat Iowa always 
has and in tbe spring, through March, it 
is always too muddy for them to get to 
school. Some roads are impassable for 
awhile here when tbe frost goes out

tore studies it would be better. But 
children leave schools too early aud fall 
to get any nature studies, time being 
taken up with the other. We are up 
against nature>ll the time, on tbe farm, 
In tbe school and children ought to be 
brought into loving sympathy with all 
around. Study ot nature leads up to 
nature's God. Gladness is everywhere 
to be found IB nature. Tbe book of na 
lure Is the book we all ought to study. 
The perceptive faculties would be de- 
veloped. If the children are brought 
into sympathy with nature their hearts 
would be opened to the beauties of na- 
ture 
These are a few fragments of 


beautiful thoughts tbe speaker had in 
terwoven with poem after poem of 
Bryant.

were not practical enough 
He wond- 


ered whether teachers tried to Dad ont 
what the patrons wantout of the echools 
He had asked a number in bis commu- 
nity and thought the beat answer come 
from a lawyer who wanted his children 
taught to Had what they wanted to 
know and be able to tell what tbey knew 
Practical teaching ia that which prepares 
the pupil best for the actual duties and 
responsibilities of life 
What does life 


demand 1 Healthy 
body, 
cultured 


mind, thought power with ability to ex- 
press and the virtues. For tbat reason 
the children can not do without reading, 
writing, spelling, grammar, arithmetic, 
physiology, history and geography, and 
drawing, elementary sciences and nature 
studies are needed. Schools should be 
organized to babita cf industry .economy, 
pure and noble thoughts and each 
would be the most practical training 
tbat can be given a pupil 


Dr. Brumbaugh in taking np his sub- 
ject ' Government of tbe School" said 
tbe old Greek School begun at day light 
and lasted all day. In China now tbey 
begin at tbe rising of the sun. In this 
country we nave worked out an adjust- 
ment to give us a maximum of study In 
a minimum of lime. Then he followed 
the child from the home to the ecaool 
how the time was spent before school, 
at recesa, of tbe fights, quarrels and 
troubles, of tbe disobediences. He pre- 
sented many questions, and at tbe end 
said he should not answer any for it was 
tbe business of the teacher to answer 
them for him or herself. He desired to 
impress upon the teacher that as long as 
the child is in school the child belongs 
to the teasber within certain bounds. 
Tbe child belongs to the State more than 
tbe home Is the theory under-lying tbe 
school system and for the maintenance 
of tbe same taxation is laid and col- 
lected. Tbe teacher is the agent of tbe 
State, officer of tbe commonwealth and 
should know what they dare not do In 
school. First. Tbey dare not be negli- 
gent in performance of duties. He bad 
found a teacher asleep who had been out 
late night before ana bad to take cer- 
tificate away from him. Second. Yon 
most not be Incompetent. Third. You 
must not be immoral. Certificate should 
be taken from • drunken teacher. He 
cited an Instance of a teacher who bad 
not paid bis debt* and was not elected 
for a second year. The children must 
be taught virtues and from those compe- 
tent to teach them. Fourth. TOD dare 


Mies Lome M. Taylor, possessor of a 


rich contralto voice, took the bouse by 
storm by singing tbe Holy City, accom- 
panying herself on the violin.

Dr. Brumbaugh on "The Personality 


of the Teacher,7'said tbit It involved 
tbe relation of the teacher to him or her 
self and toward the education of the 
child. The intellectual test of examina- 
tions are not the beet form for passing 
children from one school to another 
Wben too much emphasis Is on the pro- 
cess of education the teacher Is exalted, 
and when tbe emphasis is on the results 
tbe examinations are exalted, which con- 
flict with the teacher, for it is true as ex 
amination Is exalted the teacher is de- 
based and when teacber is exalted the 
examination is debased. The English 
method bas been tbe examination meth- 
od wblcb bas been most disastrous on 
the teaching body. 
Teachers have 


formed a union. Tbe union controls tbe 
employment of teachers. Schools are 
run on cramming process for examina- 
tion. China has no ^school houses nor 
school system as ours. They have a 
system of examinations. The boys go 
into tbe pub! c and boy a teacher as we 
do sour krout, to pot them through tl e 
different examinations until they reacb 
the literati. Chinese boys obtain their 
education from any availab'e source 
Tbe examination Is exalted, the teacber 
is debased. Tbe speaker believed tbe 
time will come wben tbe promotion of 
children will be on tbe word of the 
teacber. Tbe teacber will have to know 
the child better than now to be able to 
promote or withhold promotion. When 
the teachers are trained to look at the 
mind of the child as it grows instead of 
at the book, then will the process of in- 
struction be of infinite more service than 
by any set of examinations. What Is 
needed in Pennsylvania now is a wider 
and clearer insight into educated pro- 
cesses 
It is not scholarship alone that 


makes the successful teacher 
The 


teacher must have three powers. The 
perceptive power, the crude stnff of the 
mind that geta daubbed all over with 
objects, tbe re-perceptive power, or 
memory and cognitive power or know- 
ing, judgment, reason 
The teacher 


must know to lift Ihe child np throngb 
these powers. The primarp grades re- 
quire the first, tbe grammar tbe second 
and the High Schools tbe third, and 
how to go from one process to another 
to demonstrate and make plain. Teach- 
ing is translating knowledge down to a 
lower phase of mind until It Is so con- 
crete as to reach the mind ot tbe child 
When you can take a question and con- 
crete it into the mind or the child until 
tbe child can answer bis own question 
you are successful.

Dr. Brumbaugh on "Toe Equipment 


of Teacher" said teacher should first be 
able to help themselves so tbat they 
might help others and to do this should 
have a creed, doing things in a certain 
way because they believe they should 
be done that way. It will save the 
teachers if they believe some things with 
all their soul, and then act in harmony 
with what is believed. He told the 
story of Z. X. Suyder who made np bis 
mind to believe in certain things, and 
stick to them and today he is foremost 
educational leader in the West. Every 
child Is born with an inheritance to 
know the sum of all the wisdom and 
thought of the world. Every child has 
the divine right to know all that its an- 
cestors have bequeathed it. Tbe knowl- 
edge is outside of tbe child and is to be 
transplanted within the child. The mass 
of knowledge can be pnt in five heaps, 1, 
Literary truth, the thought of the race 
expressed in language, 2d, Mathematical 
truth, 3rd, Scientific truth, 4th, Histori- 
cal and civic truth and 5. The art of the 
race. The school is the organized ageccy 
to interpret all this truth to tbe mind of 
the child. The vital act of tbe teachor 
is his judicious selection of the things 
most valuable out of tbe five great 
classes. Upon the selection of tbe teaoh- 
er depends tbe value of tbe teacher to 
tbe child. One of tbe important services 
of the teacher is to keep tbe child away 
from unimportant details of tbe five 
classes. To illustrate this he told of a 
farmers daughter who was asked to do a 
problem about turkeys to be cold and 
after vainly searching her books said 
she could not do it because there were 
no turkeys in her arithmetic.

They 
were not written to be Innny but to club 
the sina he saw in the political world. 
We need the same lesson to-day, that 
character is the thing needed in politics 
instead of smart alecs. He sings of the 
beautiful in life in New England.

Prof. H. A. Surface, State Economic 


Zoolgglat, has been making «ome very 
intanatlnf statements about the San 
Jose icale, and it would be well for oar 
fruit graven to «lv« heed to what he 
ears. He sa)s the tcale it bj far the 
meat important eabjeet before the frait 
grower to-day. No rariety of (rait tree* 
are known to be exempt from its rav- 
age*. . It will kill a tree in from two to 
five fear* from the time the scale atarte 
to feed. 


He states that the scale U gradually 


spreading over the State and that It ii 
known definitely to be preaent in 38 
conntiea and in this list li Adams county, 
and the tnree counties on our borders, 
York, Cumberland and Franklin. 


The peat is disseminated by many 


mean*. They are carded by larger in 
sects, by bird;, by the wind, by larger 
animals, squirrels and live slock under 
the trees and by workmen among tree*. 
The young insect crawls about on the 
branefcasand smaller twigs dating the 
first one or two day* of .its life, then it 
flies itself by Its beak, or proboscis and 
remain* there the rest of it* life, rack' 
ing juices from the plant and bearing 
young after having mated. 


Prof. Surface says the San Jose scale 


is easy to kill while in the yonng stage 
which may occur at any lime between 
tba Orel of Jon* and latter part of Octo- 
ber, by treating the tree to contact ap- 
plication* a» powerful a* can be used. It 
is important to apply remedies to the 
trees infested with the pest a* soon a* 
the leave* fall instead of in the spring, 
beoaase the Insects are feeding from now 
until the weather becomes very cold and 
remedies applied now will prevent the 
injury to the trees, which would result 
from that additional period of attack. 
He has given warning that if the fann- 
ers do not take Ihe proper steps to check 
the scale there would be widespread de- 
struction of tree*. Prof. Surface is an* 
ions to receive specimens of diseased or 
pett-ildden fruit tree* and want* twigs 
or Insects sent to him at his office in 
HarrJaburg. 
To all persons sending 


specimens he will give all the Informa- 
tion In his possession on the subject and 
formulas for combating the evil free of 
charge. ' 


Several remedies are suggested by the 


zoologist, the cheapest of which, and 
possibly just as effective, he says, is-the 
lime, sulphur and salt wash. This does 
not Injare any part of any kind of tree 
to which it is applied, and is known by 
actual test in several part* of thi* State 
to be an effective means of suppressing 
the past. It is the cheapest substance 
that can be used with satisfactory re- 
sults. It has the disadvantage of being 
dUagreeablej to handle, and the neces- 
sary prolonged boiling in making is also 
against its ready acceptance as an insec- 
ticide. The following is the best form- 
ula, according to the test made at ex- 
periment station* and elsewhere: Lime, 
unslaked, 40 pounds; sulphur, ground, 
20 pounds; salt, 15 pounds; water, 60 
gallons. 


At tLa Niagara Falls meeting of the 


New York State Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation in August, Prof. Stuart reported 
that the new peach wash for San Jose 
scale, consisting of 33 pounds of lime, 17 
pounds of sulphur and from 3 to 4 
pounds of caustic soda ta 1 barrel of' 


water, and < made without, boiling, has 
given satisfactory result*. • 


During his investigation* of the San 


Jose scale Prof. Surface has made what 
U said to be cno of the matt important 
discoveries ever made in the State—that 
the native American lady bug having 
no native scale to feed upon- was feeding 
upon toe San Jose scale, literally skin- 
ning them from the tree. This dis- 
covery came after the fact, that the 
United States Agricultural Department 
hunted the world over for a remedy for 
the scale and found it In • lady bug in 
one of the interior district* In Chins. 
Traveling half way around the globe to 
find a Chinese lady bug while ignoring 
our own lady bug. Prof. Surface has 
found four varieties of native hogs that 
will eat San Jose scale. One of these 
was found by a Gettysborgian, Kent 
McMillan, scientido assistant of Prof. 
Surface, in an orchard three miles east 
of Harriabnrg. It is proposed notfby 
Prof. Surface to breed these native lady 
bnga after they have developed an ap- 
petite for San Jose scale and he i* confi- 
dent that be can breed snob an appetite 
as will greatly assist in the extermina- 
tion of the scale. All grower* of fruit 
trees should however lend their assist. 
ance and apply all the known-remedies 
toward the same result.

IB 
many nnxmic persons who nass^no ap-^ 
petite when the stomach is.euiptj tae-" 
blood vessels are really coiigeiileir'in- 
stead of being empty., Lack of blood 
In tlie stomach In health nets on a spe- 
cial nerve, which is a branch of the 
same nerve trunk as the nerves of the 
month and tongne. A stimulus applied 
to the tongue, as by a spice, thus in- 
creases appetite, while disease affecting 
the nerves of the tongue may produce 
loss of appetite c\en when the stom- 
ach Is empty.

"It was in 1889 that I reach'.-!! St. 


Paul de Loaudo, ou toe African coast," 
gaid a sailor to me the other day, "aud 
when I liad liecu there for n couple of 
weeks n British survey steamer came 
in to nil up her crew.
